The communication of the attorney 


general is a general review of, and 
criticism of the findings of the court, 
in which he expresses the opinion thai 
General Swaim should have been found 
guilty of the first charge. 


The conrt reconvened upon the re- 


turn to it of the findings, and having 
reconsidered its previous action ad- 
hered to its findings upon the first 
charge, remarking therein as follows: 
"The court upon mature consideration 
has not found, the occnsed guilty oi 
such a degree wrongful or deceitful 
conduct as to justify the finding of 
guilty conduct unbecoming an officer 
and 
gentleman, and has therefore 


respectfully adhered to its finding 
upon the first charge," but adjudged 
the following sentence: "To be sus- 
pended from rank and duty for one 
year with the forfeiture of all pay for 
the same period, and at the 
that 


period to be reduced to the grade of 
judge-advocate with the rank of major 
in the judge-advocate general's depart- 
ment." 


The record of the proceedings hav- 


ing been anmitted to the president, was 
again returned to the court with the 
endorsement that it was impossible to 
carry out that portion of the sentence, 
which provides for a reduction of rank 
and an appointment tv a now office. 
The court thereupon, revoked its for- 
mer sentence and adjndged as follows: 
"To bo suspended from rank and duty 
for twelve years and to forfeit one-ball 
of his monthly pay every month for the 
same period."

THE BIDE BOOK 


Issued In London Gives Information of 


Aid Asked by Germany of 


England. 


A Supposed Dynamite Fiend Discharged 


for Want of Eiidence to

LONDON, Feb. 25.—The supposed dyn- 


amiter arrested at Finsbury last night ill 
the aet of selling the wall of the armory 
house, was discharged for want of evi- 
dence. 


A blue book was issued thu morning 


which was taken np with a correspond- 
ence concerning New Guinea and Sa- 
maa. It contains » report from Sir Ed- 
ward Malet, British minister at Berlin, 
of an interriew with bim and Prince 
Bismarck. 
The latter read to Sir 


Edward, a dispatch he (Bismarck) had 
sent to Count Ton Htmster, the German 
minister to London. 
This dispatch

5, 1881, and its ob- 


ject 
was 
to 
show the 
British 


government that England could render 
Germany signal service in the latters 
policy of colonial extension. 
ID case 


England should undertake to grant this 
favor the dispatch indicated that Ger- 
many in return would support the En- 
glish interests nearer home. 
The dis- 


patch further gave it to be understood in 
the event of failure to secure the desired 
arrangement with England, Germany 
would be under the necessity of seeking 
from France, on similar terms, the as- 
sistance England refused. 


After reading this dispatch Bismarck 


(old Sir Edward that Count Von Monster 
had laid the matter before the British 
government and had also failed to obtain 
[torn jtJU nWkntandmy -wHcn" !Se*. 
many desired. Thereupon Biamark said 
that fearing Count Ton Munsttr had not 
stated the points involved in thedispateh 
to Granville .with sufficient clearness and 
precision, he sent his son, Count Herbert 
Bismarck, to England in the hope that 
be might succeed where Count Ton 
Mnnster had failed. 
Count Herbert 


explained the situation as the German 
chancellor regarded it but he succeeded 
little beetter than Count Ton Mnnster. 


In the peers England had to commit 


herself to the proposed policy and he had 
only obtained, Bismarck said, from Eng- 
land, a general assurance of friendliness 
and good will, which hare proved 
absolutely valueless in the face of sub- 
sequent event*. At this point Sir Ed- 
ward expressed regret at the situation. 
He assured Bismarck that England had 
lever had any intention of thwarting 
German's colonial aspirations. 


He asked Bismarck what Germany 


wanted. "Did she want New Guinea or 
Sealand?" Bismarck replied that it was 
impossible for him'to answer Sir Ed- 
ward's query. Germany had now come 
o an understanding with France and 
ibis precluded him from making any 
nrther explanations. Another interest- 
ing document, the blue book, is a dis- 
wtch from Earl Granville to Sir Edward 
Halet, dated February 7,1885. In this 
;he British foreign secretary takes occa- 
don to combat the assertion of Bismarck 
that England was influenced by jealousy 
of Germany's colonizing policy. 
Far 


rom thisbeingtUecase, Granville asserts 
hat both his statements and those of 
Gladstone have always been favorable to 
he colonial policy on the pnrt of Ger- 
many. 
' 


Correspondence in regard to the Sa- 


moan Islands shows that England was 
he recipient of frequent requests from 
he people of that country for the estab- 
lishment of a British protectorate. In 
consequence of these requests Germany 
had asked England to join her in giving 
assistance to the independence of Sa- 
moa and Longa islands whioh should be 
respected-by these two powers. England 
acceded to this arrangement, and incon- 
iequence of it the repeated petition of 
he king and the chief of Samoa pray- 
ng that their dominions be annexed by 
England were 
disregarded 
and no 


bought of annexing them wan enter- 
ained. On January 6, of this year, 
Earl Derby, the colonial secretary of 
tate, received a cable dispatch from 
Lieutenant General Sir William Jarvois, 
revemor'of New Zealand, which stated 
hat two German vessels had arrived at 
Jamoaislaud and that the officers on board 
hese hud forced the king to sign a treaty 
>y which the whole aethorityof the-gov- 
erumeut was turned over to the German 
rcpreseutrtive. On February 10 Earl 
Grauville wrote to Count Von Mnnster, 
asking him to inquire into the the accu- 
racy of the above report. On December 
29, 1884,.tbe king of Samoa wrote a let- 
er to the emperor of Germany, protest- 
ng against the action of the Gorman 
Mlicers. The last dispatch in the blue 
look is ono from Earl Derby to the gov- 
ernor of New Zealand. This is dated 
febrnary 18, and directs the governor to 
nstruct the British consul in Samoa not 


countermand any movement looking 


award the annexation of the island by 
Groat Britain.

Casey was born hi Madison Bar- 


racks, Sockctts Harbor, N.Y., in 1831. His 
Family, on both the paternal and maternal 
sides, Iiavo been active and respected citizens 
of Rhode Island since the middle of the seven- 
teenth century. Oraduatingfrom West Point 
lie entered the Ordnance Bureau an instructor 
of engineering at tho Military Academy. 
During the late "unpleasantness" he was 
mainly employed in cimrge of the construc- 
tion of fortifications on the coast of Maine 
and New Hampshire. 


His present duties relate to the construc- 


tion of tho buildings for the .state, war and 
navy departments, of the improvements over 
the grave of Thomas Jefferson, at MouticeUo, 
Va., of the erection of a monument at Wash- 
ington's headquarters at Newburg, N. Y., 
and of the erection of a monument to mart 
the birthplace of George Washington.
